Mr. PowKr.L. I desiro to state brielly to 
the Senate the reasons why I shall vote for 
the resolution under conr*i.leration.

by^tbe-Senatorifrom New Jersey, [Mr. Fii»!d,]

doctrine new to me. IJoth of those Sena- 
tors have indicated in the remarks which 
they have made, that if the writ of Jiaheas 
corpus be authoritatively suspended, the 
Presidert and bis Cabinet ministers may then 
make arrests.

The Senator from Ohio indicated io his 
speech that this Congress, by giving some 
qualified approval to the action of the Pres- 
ident, had authorized bim to snspend this 
writ of habeas corjms.

There has 
been no action of Congress that, in ray judg- 
ment, would authorize the President to sus- 
pend the writ of /*'»i<Ja3 corw^s. IIo has u»- 

.dactaken to suspend it, and there are many, 
some very learned, lawyers, who have main-

The 
judge, howover, on the return of the hiAeas 
1 corpus, inquires into the causa of tho arrest, 
and if on all the facts that are developed in 
the record the presumptions aro that he is ' 
guilty the judge sends bim back to confine- | 
ment, and if it appears that he is innocent he 
is allowed logo free. The judge may in- 
oidentally inquire into the facts in the class 
of cases to which I have alluded, though he 
does not do so for tbe purpoae of inflicting 
pur.isbmeht. But, Mr. Prerident, 1-wiah to 
ask the Senator from Vermont a question if 
he will allow me to do so. My question is 
whether the legitimate suspei.sion of the 
writ of habeas corpus, authorizes the Presi- 
dent of the United States to arrest and im- 
prison a man.

I merely aay again, that the exesciitfaoi 
tbe power of the eourtS io the use an*- ids- 
taining of a habeas copus before them is eoiJ' 
fined simply to tho question of lbs presess 
bv which a man is holden: the Ugality of 
that process; and if the habeas borpus Is sus- 
pended in relation to that Subjact-mattcr, 
then the court has no control or jurisdiction 
over it. 

Mr. PowBLL. I think the Senator from 
Vermont has not answered my question,— 
He has gone, on to define the objects of tha 
: writ of nnbcas corpus; he has done it refy 
i lucidly; but my question was whether, if tha 
j writ ot habeas corpus were lawfully saspend- 
1 ed the President was authorized to make 
arrests. I differ from the Senator, if hswill 
allow mo, about tho definition ha has g^vsn 
of the oVject of the writ of habeas eorpu0.-^ 
He says the only object is to inquire 
whether the process under which tha prison- 
er is held is legal or not. I am very well 
awere that, under the common law, the writ 
of habeas corpus was more circumscribed Aan 
it ia in many ofmir States. If has beea 
very much enlarged by statute. Bat'llAiow 
that you have a right to a hcAeat oorfua tO 
bring persons before a court to ba ralaassd 
fr^m° unlawful confinement when tbsy are 
confined by no process whatever; and eonSis- 
quently the Set ator is too limited in his ex- 
planation. There is a large class of persons, 
infants, for instance, who are bald by others; 
there aro persons hold by certain societies pf 
people — tho Shakers, for example — and 
write of habeas corpus siM allowed for sndh 
persons, though they ate not BaU by virtna 
of any process. The writ ean be issiiisd V* 
bring a party bafore the court whaueyec he 
is restrained of his liberty, and the aburt la 
cot limited to an inquiry as to the legality 
! of the process, but inquires as to tha tight 
of the party to hold him, 

Mr. Collamer. Tha idea that a man 
mav be holden without process is not con- 
templated by the law. The command of 
the writ is to bring the body of A B and tha 
cause of bis confinement.

Tbe statements 
relative to his movements are very mnch 
confused, but we judge the following to be 
the facts: Ha moved.from Glasgow to tbe 
Louisville end Nashrille railroad near Bear 
Wallow, skirmishing on the way with three 
diGferenl Federal regiments, who, instead of 
uniting, were widely separated, and could 
not afTjrd serious resistance. Ha then ad- 
vanced upon Muofordville. which is strong- 
ly garrisoned, bat it is not known whether 
he attacked it or not; certain it is that he 
did not take it. Crossing Green River 
above, be moved on EliEabetbtown, defen- 
ded by some 500 troops in a stockade . 
! Our soldiers made a s-illant resistance 
until tbe stockade was destroyed by Mor- 
gan's artillery. When they retreated to the 
town, where they were divided. A street 
fight of some hours followed, which ended 
in the sonrender of tbe foree. He then 
proceeded along the railroad to Muldrangh's 
Hill, where some 200 Federal soldiers sur- 
rendered without a fight, and fiom there to 
Rolling Fork, where ad attack was repulsed .

The pemoralization of th« Areay— Tbe

From all quarters, and in all the military 
departments, information reaches us of an 
alarminn- degtoe <f dettoralization in tbe 
army. Tt U mTttlTOIwr ApScJally by deser- 
tion and stealing;, or, to use m ilder langaage, 
by departing from the armj . withoot leaTCi 
and appropriating privateproporty for per- 
sonal use. The number of deeertioos from 
the whole army cannot be less than one 
hundred thousand — perhaps more — and is 
alike from tbe armies of the Bast and the 
West. Reports from all departments repre- 
sent that a march produces a general devas- 
tation along the route; that private property 
is taken with impunity, and in one depart- 
ment (Gbabt's) instancea are gived of pre- 
concerted and organized robbery. All this 
is disgraceful to Uie army and shameful to 
the country. 

Our own correspondents, and others, attri- 
bute these ontragos to a class of 'stragglers' 
who manage to leave the ranks during 
march, or to steal from the camps with dis- 
honest designs. This is not precisely the 
truth. We must look further as to the 
causes of this demoralization. 

First. It is inherent in the orgapization 
of tbe army, which is a crnel despotism, and 
which with full sway, will crush out the 
manhood of the ranks. There is not on 
no regiird for the intellectual and moiul 
welfare of the common soldier, nothing to 
excite his pride or ambition, but from tUe 



time he enters tbe service until he is re- 
lieved by death or discharge, he is the vic- 
tim of constant inhumanity and asafferer of 
untold cruelties. 

Fidelity and well-tested valor meets with 
no reward. Where one promotion is made 



neglect, and through the corrupt adminis- 
tration of its agents forces this demoraliza- 
tion upon the army. 

Tens of thousands, considering the con- 
tract with the Government braken, have 
run the lisk of the death penalty by retur- 
ning home; while, in the army,' others are 
taking from tbe people within the lines that 
wbieb they^oald nerer touob if the Qov- 
emment would fulfill its oodtract. I t is a 
bad feature, tco, that tbe financial wants of 
tbe soldier are the last supplied. Civilians, 
the non beligerent patriots, the comfortable 
fellows at home; from the members of the 
Cabinet down to the sweep of the public 
ofHces, receive their pay regularly. 

They are not put off month after month 
with the cry of no money. The soldier 
who receives the least pay, and suffers all 
the hardships, is compelled to wait until all 
others are served . The grievous injustice 
of this policy is palpable, .n desertion and 
marauding, 
I The evils have now reached such magni 
a'tude. that if not promptly corrected they 
will prove the speedy destruction of the 
army. They must be remedied, but how? 
By increasing military stringency — by shoot- 
ing deserters and hanging marauders? 

Such is the only reniedy the military au- 
thorities propose, but we nave little faith in 
Its success. There is an easier, and more 
humane, and, we believe, a more successful 
manner of proceeding. In the first place, 
TOE Government must bender justice to 
I THK SOLDIER.
